Federal Agency Makes Limited Number of 
Sample Loans for Full Purchase Price 


AYBE the Ameriean dream of land 
M ownership fer every farm family is 
te have a chanee after all. 

Since Jast winter, three dozen farmers in 
six lowa counties (Ida, Emmet, lowa, Fay- 
ette, Harrison and Clarke), together with 
d proportionate number in other states. 
lave been helped to ownership by special 
government Joan's under the Bankhead- 
Jones law, passed in congress just a year 
ago this week.

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More Loans in 1938-39 


About twice as many more tenants, some 
in new counties, to be announeed, get 
similar loans during the coming twelve 
months, and a still greater number likely 
can be accommodated in the years ahead. 
The program has no definite expiration 
date, and so long as it goes well, congress 
doubtless will continue to appropriate 
money for it. 

Officially. this new program is known as 
the Tenant Purchase Projeet, and it is be- 
ing adiinistered by the Farm Security

Administration of the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture, thru the coun- 
ty rural rehabilitation offices. 

Reduced to simplest terms, the tenant 
purchase project is a straight federal 
loan proposition, amortized over a forty- 
vear period and drawing 3 per cent in- 
terest. The annual payment, ineluding 
hoth interest and principal installment, 
amounts to an equivalent of 4.32) per 
cent of the principal face, but if a bor- 
rower hits a very good year, he may pay 
yore than is required and then use this 
overpayment to his credit in some later 
vear that is had. 

This new ‘““TP*’ loan differs from the 
ordinary set-up in that it covers the entire 
farm purchase price and is available only

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a local bank. The borrower, however, must 
have his livestock and equipment free of 
incumbrance and agree not to sell the pur- 
chased farm for five years. 

As vou might guess, the toughest job in 
this first vear of operation has been to 
pick the most worthy applicants. Each 
county was given only enough money for 
not more than ten purehases, vet an aver- 
ave of nearly 100 persons made bids for 
favor. 


The FSA devised a simple vet sound 
method for dealing with this problem. It 
established special county committees of 
three farmer members each to advise with 
the local rural rehabilitation supervisors m 
the sorting work and in the examination 
of the farms which the accepted applicants 
Wished to buy. Some of these committee 
nembers were independent owners; others 
Were owners under mortgage moratorium, 
and still others were tenants, pas to bal- 
ance attitudes.

These quotas would enforce storage, under penalty, of around 15 
per cent of the crop, in order to strengthen corn prices and support 
corn loans. 

How would lowa farmers vote on this? 

At this date, a survey by Wallaces’ Farmer and lowa Homestead 
shows that the “undecided” farmers hold the balance of power. Corn 
would have to drop to 20 cents a bushel to make 67 per cent sure that 
they want quotas. But, even at 40 cents, if the “undecided” group 
should join the quota group, quotas would be approved by 75 per cent.

MORE HOGS 


Spring pig production this year has 
jumped 13 per cent above that of last year. 
Pig production for 1938 altogether will 
show a 10 per cent increase over last year. 


It is the biggest pig crop since 1933, but 
the probable total of 69,000,000 head is still 
a long way under 1933’s 83,000,000 head and 
not far above the 64,000,000 head of 1936. 


Hog prices will drop this fall, of course, 
as new and large supplies come on the mar- 
ket, but a revival of business and employ- 
ment could go a long way to neutralize the 
price depressing effects of the increase in 
hog numbers. 


Farmers who can put their pigs on the 
market before late September had better 
push them along. Farmers who can’t mar- 
ket this early may do well to carry spring 
pigs along slowly until the fall rush is over 
and until improved business strengthens 
consumer demand.
